| No Incident of Any Importance 
the Other Side of 
the River. 


The Situation There To-Day Quiet 


and Peaceful. 


Coroner Wood Begins an Inquest on the 
Dead— Ante Victim of Yesterday’s Shoot- 
ing Found—The Seventh Man Dying on the 
Isiand—A Drunken Individual Shoots at a 
Sentry—Men Injured at DeSoto—News from 
Other Points. 


The calm that always follows a storm pro- 
valis in East St. Louis to-day. Five hundred 
militia arrived last night, and two 
small companies reached the scene this 
morning. The soldiers are now 
in control of the situation and no further out- 
break is apprehended. There is still in- 
tense feeling regarding the sacrifice of 
lives yesterday, and the scenes at 
the houses where the bodies of the four 
dead men and one dead woman, victims of the 
shooting at the Cahokia crossing, are laid, 
are pitiful and heart touching. The inquest on 
these bodies was begun this afternoon, without 
the presence of the Deputy Sheriffs who did 
the killing, and who are still locked up in the 
hold-over at the Four Courts. These 
deputies refuse to return to Illinois and 
now deny that they fired the first 
shot, althongh they fully admitted this 
yesterday. The roads are operating to-day 
much the same as they have operated 
all week; freight is being received 
and the transfer man who said 
they were afraid to work early in 
the morning, took out their teams after 11 a. 
m., when a detachment of militia was 
sent to the island to protect them.

Details of the Terrible Affray in East St. 
Louis—Killed and Wounded, 

The story of the riot in East St. Louis yes- 
terday, published in fall with the exception of 
a few minor details, in the Posr- Disraron, 
occurred at about 2:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, atthe Broadway crossing of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville road, and just in 
front of the Green Tree Hotel. The

The crowd 
continued to guy the deputies however and, 
the latter claim, began to close on them 
with threatening gestures, when a shot 
was fired, by whomis not definitely known, 
which was linmediately followed by a fusilade 
from the Winchesters of the deputies.

A BITTER DEBATE. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S SEVERE ARRAIGNMENT OF 
THE PREMIER. 


Tories Yell Like Madmen—A Personal Quar- 
rel— Probability That the Irish Proposals 
Will Be ary of the Bill— 
Acquittal of the Socialist Leaders—Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 

LONDON, April 10.—The debate last night was 
the most bitter in Parliament fora long time. 
The passions of all parties were aroused for 
the first time. Home rule was discussed in 
perfect frankness by the seceding Lib- 
erals. The House galleries were almost 
as full as on Thursday. After each 
speech groups of excited members gathered in 
the lobby comparing opinions. Chamberlain’s 
speech was the sensation of the evening. It 
passed intoa personal quarrel between him 
and Gladstone. He began by explaining his 
reasons for joiniag and quitting 
the Cabinet. It was at Glad- 
stone’s strong request. The letter he 
had written to Gladstone he read to the 
House. He then proceeded to explain further 
that when he learned the Government scheme 
it contained, he said, with a delicate 
intonation, a very startling proposal, in- 
volving the issue of £120,000,000 of consols. 
The last word had hardly passed his lips be- 
fore Mr. Gladstone 

SPRANG TO HIS FEFT. 

That, he said in effect, was an explanation he 
had a right to make. A painful scene followed, 
out of which it was impossible for the specta- 
tors to separate the right and the 
wrong. Mr. Chamberlain claimed that 
he held from Gladstone permission 
to read certain letters, especially 
the one of March 15. This one Gladstone could 
not recollect.‘ Chamberlain, however, in- 
sisted that permission had been given and re- 
peated that it was because it was given for the 
first time in equivocal terms. Matters were 
evidently at a deadlock; Chamberlain was 
pointing his finger at the Prime 
Minister, and said, in a low 
voice, but with perfect distinctness, ‘‘I beg 
to ask my right honorable friend whether he 
wishes to withdraw that permission now.’’ 
But Gladstone could not recollect what letter 
it was and the Tories sneered aloud. The 
quarrel was getting serious enough by 
this time. Passion was steadily rising 
in Chamberlain’s voice. How can 1 
explain, he eried, with my hands tied be- 
hind me?“ His speech was a weighty indict- 
ment ofthe Government scheme. If he had 
only stopped before passing on to his own | 
alternative proposals, it would have left a rent’ 
in the measure. 


THE CLIMAX OF HIS SPEECH. 
howover, wasa blow at the Prime Minister’s 
position in 1860. ‘‘Sir,’’ said he. ‘‘I remem- 
ber that time, when in its greatest crisis, when 
it was in a most terrible moment of its fate, 
my right honorable friend counseled the dis- 
integration of the United States.’’

Chamberlain said: ‘‘My right honorable 
friend says he did not counsel it, but he gave 
the weight of his great name to the statement 
that they had become separate nations.

AGAINST GLADSTONE. 

Itis still more difficult to attempt a state - 
ment ofthe general feeling in the country on 
the subject. Newspapers follow the familiar 
party lines, except several important Liberal 
papers. The Spectator, Pall Mall Gazette, 
Echo, Scotsman, Glasgow Herald, Manchester 
Guardian and others are strongly against 
Gladstone. After carefully watching the 
provincial press and conversing with a large 
number of members of all shades of opinion, I 
am forced to the conclusion that it is almost 
impossible for the bill to pass in its present 
form, or without very serious modifications. 
The Whigs say this scheme involves a com- 
plete separation. The Radicals complain of this 
also, and will not hear of pledging the British 
tax-payer to pay Irish landlords. The Tories 
are all dead against it. The Irish also, though 
professing the greatest approval and grati- 
tude, are not going to accept it as it stands.

VICEROY AND REVENUE. 


Two Important Points in Gladstone’s Scheme 
Fully Explained. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 10.—Two points in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s explanation of his scheme may be 
made plainer than they are in the press sum- 
mary. The Viceroy, who may henceforth bea 
Roman Catholic, will be clothed with many of 
the prerogatives of the Crown. Mr. Gladstone 
said: ‘‘We propose to leave the Viceroy with- 
out interference by any act except in the par- 
ticularsIam about to name. He would not 
be a representative of a party, and not quit 
office with an out-going Government. He 
would have round him, as now ina certain 
form, a Privy Counvil to aid and advise him. 
Within the privy council an executive body 
would form itself underthe action of the prin- 
ciple of responsible government, for the pur- 
pose of administering the various offices of 
state. The Queen would be empowered to del- 
egate to him, in case his office should be per- 
manently continued, which I am far from be- 
lieving to be unlikely, any of the prerogatives 
she now enjoys or which she will exercise un- 
der this act. Finally, as his office, almost 
alone, is still affected by one solitary 
outstanding religious disability, after 
everything else has been destroyed this dis- 
ability we propose, by ‘our Dill, to 
remove. The amount of Irish contribution 
will be as follows: One-fifteenth of the annual 
debt charge of £22,000,000 will be £1,466,000; 
one-fifteenth of the army and navy charge, 
excluding the war notes, and also excluding 
that for volunteers and yeomanry, would be 
£1.666,000; the amount of civil charges which 
will entail upon Ireland is £110,000, or a total 
charge, properly Imperial, of £3,242,000. 

THE IRISH BUDGET WILL 

to be as follows: Customs, £1,880,000; excise, 
£48,000,000; stamps, £600,000; income tax, 
£550,000, and non-taxed revenue, including 
post-office, £1,020,000; total, £8,350 ,000. 
Against that the imperial contribution is £3,- 
242,000; constabulary, £1,000,000; civil charges, 
£2,510,000. Finally, the collection of revenue 
is £834,000, making a total charge of £7,588,000. 
A % per cent sinking fund amounts to £360,000, 
giving a total charge of £7,946,000, against a 
total income of £8,350,000, or a surplus re- 
maining of £404,000.

LAW AND ORDER. 

The long continuance of the strike, the 
great injury it has inflicted onthe business 
men of St. Louis who are the best friends 
of the workmen, thé absence of any visi- 
ble gain to any one from anything that 
has been done, the condemnation of the 
strike by the Executive Committee of the 
organization engaged in it, and its subse- 
quent resumption after all men thought it 
was over, these and other circumstances of 
the protracted struggle have engendered 
a bitterness of feeling and an animos- 
ity to be deeply deplored. In such a situ- 
ation of affairs prudence and regard for the 
common welfare demand that. nothing 
shall be said or done to aggravate the 
evils of the situation, and the un- 
happy affair of yesterday at Hast St.Louis 
can best be discussed only after the ex- 
citement of the moment has been allowed 
to subside, The law, which is the guard- 
ian of the rights and liberties of the peo- 
ple, must be looked to to pronounce its 
arbitrament in the case, and to do justice. 

Fortunately there is a reason for be- 
lieving that the tragedy of yesterday was 
the culmination of an unnatural and un- 
usual condition of affairs, which is not 
likely to be repeated. The local authori- 
ties of East St. Louis have closed the 
saloons and otherwise arrayed themselves 
on the side of good order. The officials of 
the Knights of Labor have been prompt 
and energetic in preventing the spread of 
any disorderly feeling, and their influence 
was successfully interposed in the interval 
between the firing on the crowd and 
the arrival of the militia in avert- 
ing anything like reprisal. Lastly, the 
Governor of the State has finally ordered 
the militia to protect the railroads, and 
has thus relieved the latter of any 
necessity of arming stranded cow- 
boys or other irresponsible charac- 
ters with Winchester rifies. There is 
at all times a disorderly element in the 
population of East St. Louis ready to 
make trouble, and a few representatives 
ot this class made themselves conspico- 
uous yesterday. They were, however, 
promptly suppressed, and if they 
were unable to provoke further 
disorder yesterday they will probably not 
be allowed to do any harm hereafter. All 
interests demand and will insist on 
the maintenance of order and the sum- 
mary suppression of any form of violence, 
and now that the Governor of the State 
has furnished militia protection to the 
railroads, itisto be hoped he will keep it 
there until there is no longer even a pre- 
tense that the movement of trains is not 
free and unrestricted and until order is 
completely restored. |

PEMALE SENATORS. 

It is undignified for the United. States 
Senate to make light of weighty matter; 
but some of the remarks made in the 
Senate yesterday deserve serious con- 
sideration, though enunciated in a spirit 
of levity. Mr. Eustis wished to amend the 
bill for the admission of Washington Ter- 
ritory so as to confine the right of suffrage 
to qualified male electors. He sought to 
reinforce his position by affirming that if 
Washington Territory came into the 
Union with female suffrage it would be 
possible for ite legislature to elect a female 
United States Senator, and that. in such 
an event the executive session would die a 
natural death; its portentous secrets 
would be scattered like thistle-down in a 
gale. What the Senator here cites as an 
objection to female suffrage is really an 
argument in its favor. The executive 
session is now regarded by sensible 
people of all parties as a dad 
thing, and whatever tends to disable 
or disrupt it would be accepted 
as a beneficent scheme. A female United 
States Senator might prove a valuable ad- 
dition to the body. With such an equip- 
ment, the executive session would be as 
harmless as a tiger with his teeth and 
claws drawn; the present difficulty in ob- 
taining private papers and documents 
would be greatly lessened, while Lodax 
and other windy members would not en- 
joy such ample opportunities to fire them- 
selves off without interruption or contra- 
diction. With a female addition the 
average personal beauty of the Senate 
would be improved—perhaps. If the Sen- 
ate had been provided with a female 
member when Senator InGalis made 
his recent speech he would not have 
driven the ladies from the gallery with 
shockingly coarse and salacious remarks.

A SPIRITED LITTLE WOMAN. 


Mrs.Gray Resisting a Boycott by the Bakers 
Union of New York. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTcu. 

Nmw Tonk, April 10.—Mrs. E. Gray has kept 
a tidy little bakery, at 508 Hudson street, ever 
since her husband died, three years ago, and 
has managed to support herself well by her 
business.

On Tuesday 
morning union bakers followed her wagon in 
all its rounds, and thus a list was made of 
Mrs. Gray’s patrons to whom she de- 
livered bread, and they were urged 
to have no more to do with her.

orders and a few other customers did the 
same, so that now she estimates that the

= r day from her reeeipts. The boycotters, 

their circular, give the following as reasons 
A committee of Bakers’ 


for their conduct: 
Union No. 1 called upon Gray to request 
her to treat her workmen in amore humane 
manner, and not to ruin them, mentally and 
bodily by overwork. Gray refusod 
listen tothe committee. A second commit- 
tee, which was then sent to her, was treated 
in the same way, and was told thatshe would 
carry on her business to suit herself, 
and that she — ay dischar every 
man who undertook. oin the union. 
Therefore, we are compel ed ve be Lay sy to 
the only meansto b this to her 
senses by requesting all right- minded men 
and women to stop buying of her.’ 

It will be observed that the proprietor of 
the bakery is referred to as ‘‘Gray’’ and ‘‘this 
person. Mrs. Gray, herself, is the. sole 
owner of the bakery, and it was to her the 
first committee came. Mrs. Gray said that 
early last week some men éame to her and 
told her that they represented the: Bakers’ 
Union, and she muse force all her employes to 
join the Union. To this she replied that she 
should not attempt to force her employes to 
join anything. ey could do as they pleased 
about it. She was waited upon a few days later 
and informed that the. Union had fined her 
$25 which she must pay atonce and a formal 
written notice of the fine was handed to her. 
This the spirited little woman burned up un- 
der the committees’ noses. Then she was boy- 
cotted. Emil Muller, Mrs. Gray’s foreman 
said that her and the foreman who worke 
with himwere perfectly satisfied with their 
wages, their treament and their hours and 
that they had no intention of joining the union.

If it was a girl, 
times did this, but if it gave no promise 
ot beauty it was cast out to die a lingering 
deoth. A man might divorce his wife for 
small cause, even the loss of youth and 
beauty, and eight divorces were allowed 
to men by the Roman law. The wife was 
the dependent and not so well treated as 
the slave, and there was no consideration 
shown her at home or abroad. The 
Romans thought, as some now claim, that 
women were to be provided for by their 
husbands. Rome had for her temple six 
vestal virgins, to whom was intrusted the 
statue of Phallas, on which the safety of 
Rome depended, and the keeping of the 
ever-burning eacred fire. These vest- 
als were the only women whose evi- 
. dence was received in a court of justice; 
they were the custodians of wills and set- 
tled difficulties between men of the high- 
est rank. These vestals were chosen when 
under the age ot 10 years to serve for 
thirty years, when they might serve for 
life if they chose or return to their friends 
and marry. They seldom married. If 
these vestals were guilty of light behavior 
they were buried alive. In Romedaught- 
ers of 8 unless of noble birth, had 
no names of their own, but a family name 
was givento all, as large Julia, small 
Julia, etc.; still from the small number of 
daughters permitted to live this caused no 
confusion. Romans did. not desire culti- 
vation of mind for théir wives, and they 
were taught that even singing and danc- 
ing were the occupations of slaves or dis- 
reputable Women. 
man women had clubs—very ex- 
clusive, where they discussed questions of 
dress and etiquette, who might ride in a 
carriage drawn by horses, who be content 
with mules and whose sedan chair might 
be ornamented with ivory and whose with 
silver. Juvenal says E were more fond 
of pet dogs than of their husbands. Per- 
sonal adernment was the end and aim of 
life, but when we reflect that their happi- 
ness depended on their beauty, need we 
wonder at the are and time bestowed on 
the toilet! The complexion was a constant 
care. There Were salves and masks to re- 
move wrinkles and poultices for the hands 
and face to whiten and soften theskin, just 
as we have to-day. The sale of these maska 
in our large cities is great. Thesatin-like 
skin was polished like marble and cos- 
metics were freely used. A delicate flush 
was on the cheeks, vermillion on the lips 
and the blue veins on the hands and tem- 
ples intensified. The eyelids were col- 
oredon the edge, the eyelashes and eye- 
brows tinted and brillianc iven to the 
eyes by swallowing a drug, just as is done 
to-day. So much care was bestowed upon 
the hair thatthe trade of a hairdresser 
was as lucrative as that of a plumber with 
us. Bleaching the hairand dyeing it a 
golden yellow or light auburn was uni- 
versal, for blondes were most admired. 
Perfumes were freely used, musk being 
best liked. Chains of gold were worn upon 
tho neck,ringsupoc every r jewels in 
the ears with long pendant drops, which 
flashed and sparkled with every breath 
of the fair wearer, and wo or 
more bracelets were worn on dach 
wrist and ankle. Unon the feet 
were soit, white buskins of leather, but 
the sandal was better liked, which dis- 
played the bare tvory-white foot, with 
each toe-nail burnished until they shone 
as jewels. ‘The finger-nails were as sea 
shells, the white halt circle at the base of 
the nailandthe rosy tint of the finger 
tips being indispensable. A bath of wine 
Was said to give vivacity, and a bath of 
warm asses’ milk the rosy flush of youth. 
The wife of Nero, when she took a jour- 
ney, was accompanied 4 a train of thirty 
milk-giving asses, that she might not lose 
her beauty. A writer has asserted that 
after the bath the milk aad wine was sold 
ut a reduced rate for domestiouse. These 
Roman women were slaves to personal 
beauty, and no American woman would 
undergo this discomfort and fatigue. The 
homes of Roman women were marvels of 
loveliness, with inclosed gardens of choice 
fruits and flowers.

It goes without saying that Fred Doug- 
lase is interesting. His wife is also inter- 
esting, and the pair in private life are a 
study.

She is 
not a woman of impulses, but one of 
strong, sustained character, and so far 
from ever regretting the step which led 
her to tharry Douglass, she is rather 
owing happier and more satisfied, as 
he seems the more sure of her affection 
orhim. Of course she could never have 
doubted his love for her. To a looker-on 
Douglass’ manner toward his wife has a 
tender deference that is a beautiful senti- 
ment of unspoken devotion.

He was 
looking at one of these prints representing 
a French infantry soldier in heavy march- 
ing order, with his knapsack, dishes, hav- 
ersack,tent pole, coffee mill, blanket,over- 
coat and accoutrements strapped about 
him, and said; I should take no stock in 
an army that went into the fleld in an 
such shape as that. A man would brea 
down under such acamel’s load. We fel- 
lows looked a little like that. along the 
first of the war, but there wasn’t one of 
us that looked that way at thé end of it.

Weather Wisdom. 
From Cassell’s Family Magazine. 
The man whois out of doors at sunrise 
can form a pretty accurate opinion of 
what the day is to be. If just before sun- 


rise the sky—especially in the West,is suf- 
fused with red, rain generally follows in 
the course of the day. In winter, often 
snow. . If, however, it be 8 weather, 
the downfall is sometimes de ayed. On 
the other hand, if the sky be a dull gray, 
and the sun rises clear, gradually dispers- 
ing the vapors, it will be fine. If he re- 
tires behind the clouds, andthere are red- 
dish streaks about, it will rain. Should 
the sun, laterin the day, shine through a 
gray ihn wg haze, it will probably be a 
rainy night. 

The sunset is very unreliable. Often a 
beautiful sunset will be followed by a bad 
day. After a rainy day, suddenly at sun- 
set, inthe far West will appear a mag- 
nificent streak of crimson (not copper- 
colored)—this generally foretells a fine day. 
A tinted halo round the sun at setting 
occurs in long-continued rainy weather. 
A halo round the moon, especially if some 
distance from it, is a sure indication of 
downfall at band. 

Rainbows are unreliable, except they 
occur in the morning, when rain may be 
expected. Sun-dogs and fragments of 

rismatic colors during the day show con- 

inued unsettled weather. A dazzling 
metallic luster on foliage, during a cloud- 
less day in summer, precedes a change. 

Hugh 3 masses of white clouds in 
a blue sky, during winter, indicate snow 
or hail. If small, dark clouds float below 
the upper ones, moving faster than they, 
rain will follow, it will if, in the morn- 
ing, low-hanging, pale brown, smoke-like 
clouds are floating about. Red-tinged 
clouds, high up, at evening, are followed 
by wind, occasionally by rain. 

Mists at evening over low-lying preune. 
or near a river, precede fine and warm 
days. If a mist in the mores clears off 
as the sun gets higher, it will be fine; but 
it it settles down again after lifting alittle, 
rain is at hand. Nodew in the morning 
is mostly followed by rain; and a beavy 
dew in the evening by a fine day. Rain 
follows two or three consecutive hoar 
frosts. A shower of hail in the daytime is 
usually followed by frost at night. If, 
after rain, drops of water still hang on the 
branches and twigs, and to window- 
frames, the rain will return; but if they 
and the woodwork dries, fine weather 
is at hand. 

Stohes turn * before wet; at the 
same time it must be observed that the 
fact of their doing so does not invariably 
idicate rain, for they will do so occasion- 
ally before heat. 

moke descending heavily to the ground 
is a sign of very doubtful weather. 

Objects at great distances, which are 
generally indistinctly seen, or even not 
seen at all, sometimes loom out clear and 
distinct, When this happens bad weather 
or changes of wind ensue. A well known 


instance of this is the Isle of Wight,as seen 


from South Sea. If the opposite shore is 
clearly seen there is rain about. If, at 
blown outand exposed 
to the outer air, the wick of a candle con- 
tinues to smoldera long time, the next 
day will be fine. Green-colored sky be- 
tokens unsettled, bad weather, often long 
continued, 

If, on a fine day, the dust suddenly rise 
in a revolving, spiral column, is 
near. 

The howling of*the wind indicates, in 
most houses, but not invariably, that 
downfall is near. In some houses, owing 

their construction, the wind always 
moans. Wherever the wind is at the time 
of the vernal — (March 21 and 
there ta), that will be the prevailing 
wind throughout the next three months.

Hugo’s Les Miserables” Leads the List, 
Closely Followed by Goethe’s Faust 
Webster's “ Dictionary” as_a Work of Merit 
—Books Which the Judges „ but Which 
Were Shown Small Courtesy bythe Mass of 
the Contestants. 


The book contest in which readers of the 
Post-DISPaATCH were engaged recently brought 
over 2,100 individuals from the seclusion of 
their Libraries into public notice as champions 
of almost as many different sets of ten books, 
which each claimed, by the fact of their selec- 
tion, as the ten greatest books of the century. 
The individuals exhibited variegated tastes 
in their choices, as 817 different books were 
named in the 1,616 liste which were 
published in the Post-Drsratce. The other 
600 lists which were not published, because the 
books selected were unworthy of place, either 
by reason of their trivial character or their 
relation to other centuries than this, included 
probably 1,000 more works, so that altogether 
over 1,800 literary efforts have been put for- 
ward as the greatest books printed and given 
to the public since 1801. The printed selections 
range from the vulgar realisms of Zola to 
the teeming ponderousities of Humboldt’s 
Cosmos, and extend also from 
the childish recollections of Mo- 
Guffey’s primer to the intellectual 
after years of Kant, Fichte and Hegel. Fiction 
holds an important place in the subdivisions 
of the favorite books, 223 novels being 
selected. History and biography were repre- 
sented by eighty-six books and poé¢try by 
fifty-five different writers and constructors of 
verse. Scientific works have a respectable 
percentage of the 817 books and philosophical 
writings are also strongly advanced. The best 
indication of the popularity of the respective 
lines of literary work can be had in an investi-

sidered by the committee of award, although 
these booksaveraged at least, 120 votes each 
in the contest and Macaulay and Webster held 
leading places. 

Victor Hugo, who polled the largest favor 
from the Post-DisPaTcH readers, his Les 
Miserabies having been selected 988 times, 
was not so successful with his other work, 
his Legend des Siecles, being named twice; 
Toilers of the Sea, 8 times; Notre Dame, 5; 
L’ Aimee Terrible, 2; History of a Great Crime, 
4; L’ Homme Qui Rit, 1; Ninety-Three,2; Bona- 
parte, 2; Hernani, 1. 

It is necessary to state here that where a par- 
ticular poem or particular work was not named 
the selection was regarded too general to meet 
the requirements of the contest, and selections 
like Longfellow’s Poems and Goethe's Works 
were not considered. 

Darwin's Origin of Species, which is third in 
the reader's best books, is away ahead of Mr. 
Darwin’s other works, the Descent of M 
having been named only thirty-two times. 

Macaulay's Essays were named by sixty-five 
of the contestants. 

Webster’s Dictionary was 
prize by 628 contestants, but

Popularity of the Prominent Books of the 
Lists at the Libraries. 

There has been one very obvious effect of 
this book contest in St. Louis, in that the num- 
ber of books taken from the city libraries has 
increased, and the increase can almost entirely 
be credited to the books that have appeared 
most frequently in the published lists. 


VW. K. H. ANDERSON, 

Assistant Librarian of the Mercantile Library, 
had noticed a large increase in the demand for 
the pruminentiy mentioned books of the lists. 
He was engaged in ticketing six new sets of 
Les Miserables“ and half a dozen copies of 
„Ben Hur, with several hundred additions 
of various kinds to the library's store. Les 
Miserables, sald, has always commanded 
extensive reading, but there have been more 
calls for it lately than there have been since 
the days in which it was first published. Ah, 
you were not here when ‘Les Miserables’ 
was first published, 1850, I believe?’

AN AMERICAN ATHLETE ROUGHLY TREATED 
IN AN ENGLISH BRACE. 


The Probable Entries in the Great Eclipse 
Stakes—The Maroons Badly Beaten by the 
Boys in Brown—Southern Bowling Associa- 
tion’s Games—A Balk-Line Billiard Tourna- 
ment Wanted—Base Ball Gossip and Gen- 
eral Sporting News.

NEw Tonk, April 10.—Harry M. Johnson, 

the winner of the great Sheffield handicap on 

March 8 and 9, arrived in this city yesterday 

morning from England, with his trainer, Ger- 

ald H. Smith of Pittsburg. He left here with 

Smith November 2, 1885, and trained at More- 

combe Bay, Lancashire. The handicaps, 

which are the great event in English track 
athletics, were run on the Queen's ground, 

Sheffield. Thetrack is fast. The dressing 

rooms at the grounds are some distance from 

the track, and as Johnson, in his run- 
ning suit, with Smith by his 
side, was going to the track 
for the first trial heat on March 8, he was 
kicked on the ankle by one of a crowd of 
roughs. The execution, however, was less 
vicious than the intent and the young 

American was able to run and to win. In the 

first heat, on the second day Johnson, W. 

South, J. Isaacs, anegro, and B. Lockwood 

were to run. Johnson had 83 yards start, the 

negro 87%, South Sitze, and Lockwood 88. 

When Johnson had run fifty yards he over- 

took Isaacs, who put out his left arm to stop 

He shook Isaacs off and overtook South 
just on the tape, coming in ahead 
by only one foot. The final heat 
of the handicap was between Johnson,

386%. Johnson finished a yard ahead of Edge 
breaking the English record by covering 120
